GRAND JURY AT 
S.F. TO RESUME 


Hearing Tonight Will 
Lay Plans For 
Inquiry 


SAN FRANCISCO (IP) — Eighteen 
men and one woman, named recently 
as members of the grand jury, were 
scheduled to meet tonight to organize 
and lay plans for an investigation into 
alleged graft by police and organized 
vice in San Francisco. 

The jury was the third to be impan- 
eled to conduct the investigation and 
it was expected that the first witness 
to be summoned would be Edwin Ath- 
erton, former Department of Justitce 
agent, and now special investigator, 
who charged that police and others 
were collecting more than $1,000,000 a 
year “protection” money from houses 
of prostitution ana gambring establish- 
ments. 


Atherton named Peter McDonough, 
bail bond broker, as the ‘fountain head 
of civic corruption,” and it was expect- 
ed that the grand jury would summon 
McDonough as one of the early wit- 
nesses. 


It was reported that McDonough 
charged that Atherton had no evi- 
dence to support his charges, and that 
he, McDonough, would appear before 
the grand jury at any titme they re- 
quested his presence, and that he 
would not refuse to testify on grounds 
that by so doing he would incrimin- 
ate himself. 

The grand jury investigation will be 
handled through the offices of State 
Attorney General U. S. Webb.

Court. 
Q.—What is the National Labor Re- 
lations Act? 


A—The National Labor Relations 
Act, commonly known as the Wagner 
Labor Act because it was sponsored by 
Senator Robert F. Wagner, D., N. Y., 
seeks to assure workers the right to 
organize into labor unions for the pur- 
pose of collectitve bargaining free from 
interference by employers. 

Q.—How does the act attempt to ac- 
complish this purpose? 

A.—By forbidding employers to in- 
terfere, through intimidation or coer- 
cion, with. union organization activ- 
ities. It forbids the fostering of com- 
pany wunions:. employers’ participation 
in union activities, outlaws the so- 
called “yellow dog” contract and com- 
pels the employer to bargain collec- 
tively with the representatives chosen 
by a majority of; his employes. 

Q.—By what authority did Congress 
seek to exercise this’ power? 

A.—Under the clause of the Consti- 
tution and court rulings; which give it 
the power to protect interstate com- 
merce from matters: which “directly 
affect” it. Congress held that strikes 
had a direct effect on interstate com- 


; merce and that Congress could foster 


peace in industry by protecting the 
workers right to organize.
